The house committee on amend- 
ments to the constitution Wednesday 
afternoon endorsed the bill of Rep- 
resentative Elders, of Tattnall, which 
abolishes the ad valorem system of 
taxation for raising the state's reve- 
nues, and substitutes a method based 


upon the North Carolina plan. ‘The 
committee voted to submit the bill to 
the house with the recommendation 
that it pass. The vote in committee 
was 16 to 6. 

Three of the six adverse votes were 
east, it was explained, not in oppo- 
sition te the bill as a general princi- 
ple, but because the members felt thes 
could not support it as worded at 
present, With a few amendments, all 
three stated that they would reverse 
their position and vote for it. 

Want Limit on Rate. | 

Afterwards it developed that two 
of these three votes would be changed 
if the income tax clause in the pro- 
posed bill should be amended to set 
a limitation on the rate which the 
legisture could fix. Representative 
Eiders stated that he thouzbt the 
objections of all three of these mem- 
bers could be met wWir..cut ‘alice: 


‘ the bill in such a way as to destroy 


its value. 

By passage of this bill through com- 
mittee, the active fight on the ques- 
tion of revising the state’s taxation 
system will be transferred immediately 
to the floor of the house, and thus 
what is conced« 1 to be the most im- 
portant problem before the 1922 legis- 
lature will be the subject of general 
debate in a little more than two weeks 
from the date of convening. 

The Elders bill provides for an in. 
come tax, with exemptions, and grad- 
uated by the amount of income. It 
also provides for a corporation fran- 
chise tax and license taxes, for in- 
heritance taxes, privilege and occu- 
pation taxes, and for a luxury tax. 
it is copied after the North Coro- 
lina law and its proponents claim 
that it will raise twenty millions 
per annum in Georgia, with less bur- 
den upon the general publie than 
the ad valorem tax now involves ip 
raising less than ten millions. 

The committee voted down an 
amendment to the bill, proposed by 
Representative Gravenstein, of Effing- 
ham, which would have also allowed 
the legislature to impose a sales tax. 

Text of Measure. 

The text of the Elders bill, as voted 
by the committee, is as follows: 

“All taxes shall be levied and col- 
lected under general laws and for 
public purposes only, and this applies 
to the levying and collecting of all 
taxes for the support of the state gov- 
ernment, and the taxes levied by 
counties and municipalities. All prop- 
erty in this state shall be exeimpt

NIGHT RAIDING 
TAGIIGS IN RURR 


‘Fellow Countrymen Vic- 
tims of Nocturnal Raids. 
Familiarity With French 
Cause of Kidnapings.

Essen, July 11.—The Germans 11 
some sections of the occupied terri- 
tory have adopted nocturnal raidin, 
party methods towards such of their 
fellow countrymen as have dealings 
with the French, riding them out of 
the country in automobiles and on 
horseback, often with threats. The 
French authorities say they have the 
names of five men who were kid- 
napped, two of them from the town 
of Pommern and three from Witten. 

In one instance the kidnappers wore 
white sheetg over their heads and 
shoulders, 

‘Two of the men from Pommern and 
one of those from Witten were taken 
from their homes at night. The last 
time the two were seen they were 
in ah automobile a&d the other one 
on horseback, bodnd for the frontier 
which is closed “everywhefe and guar4- 
ed by French ttoops. The raiders are 


believed to be working in conjunction 
with other Germans at Hamm, in the 
unoccupied territory. 

The abducted men were not work- 
ing for the occupying forces, the 
French declare, but were merely ne- 
gotiating with them on various mat- 
ters. One of the kidnapped Germans 
was chairman of a committee on un- 
employment and had been dealing with 
the French on the unemployment sit- 
uation.

The report showed that the Mil-| 
waukee lodge, with 11 community and 
social welfare activities, led the en- 
tire country, while St. Louis, with 19, 
came second. Figures were quoted in 
the report showing the Elks expended 
approximately $2,225,000 in charitable 
work during the year. 

New Headquarters. 


The report of the Elks’ national | 
headquarters commission’ declared 
that ground would be broken during | 
the year at the location of the new 
headquarters in Chicago, the building 
to be erected overlooking Lake Mich- 
igan. It will be a perpetual memorial 
to the order, it was declared, and a 
lasting ornament for the city which is 
to be graced by its presence. 

The ground was selected by the 
committee from a competition of the 
architectural genius oi America. The 
report follows: 

The Elks’ national memorial headquar- 
ters commission comes to yon at this time 
to report the progress it has made since 
the 1922 meeting of the grand lodge. Last 
year at Atlantic City, N. J., your commis- 
sion informed you that the property in 
Chicazgo had been purchased, that the de- 
sign had been selected and an architect 
chosen. 

Acting upon the advice of the architect, 
Edgerton Swarthwout, and Colonel J. Hol- 
lis Wells, its professiona]) adviser, the com- 
mission Invited bids from eight of the 


leading construction organizations of the 
country, under a program in accordance with 
the rules of the American Institute of 
Architects. Invitations were sent to those 
firms and corporations only whose ability 
to erect a monumental building of the 
character proposed by the order was be- 
yond question. The commission was grati- 
fied at the interest displayed. 

Plans Revised. 

In preparing the program for the bids 
the commission kept in mind the limits of 
the grand lodge appropriation for build- 
ing and worked to secure a completed struc-' 
ture within these limits. 

When the bids were opened it was found 
that, due to the greatly increased cost of 
construction both in labor and materials, the 
prices submitted were higber than had been 
expected. The commission becan immedinate- 
ly, therefore, to revise the plans and speci- 
fications in such a way that while the 
beauty, utility, size and dignity of the 
building would not be materially impaired, 
the uitimate cost would be reduced so as to 
come within the grand lodge appropriation. 

All of those submitting bids were ac- 
cordingly given an opportunity to submit 
revised proposals, Be upon the changes 
in the plans and specifications. These 
final bids were received on June 5. The 
Hageman-Harris company, of New York 
City, was found to be the lowest bidder, 
and the commission is now preparing to en- 
ter into formal contract with this company 
for the gonstruction of the building. The 
commission is confident that the actual work 
will be promptly undertaken and that sub- 
stantial progress will be evident before the 
end of the present year.

In Berlin the fear of an internal 
crisis is practically universal. That 
fear does not look merely to an over- 
turn of the present government and 
the substitution of another. If that 
were the form of the fear, Berlin 
would be less acutely apprehensive. So 
nlso would London be less alarmed as 
well as other quarters which take 
thought for the future of the world 
But the anticipated form of the ¢reat- 
ly feared German crisis is the break- 
up of the country into several war- 
ring states, some going communist 
some Catholic monarchists, some Pro- 
testant monarchist and some trying to 
go democratic. 


Individual Characteristics. 


Some states In Germany have indi- 
vidual, and sometimes antagonistic, 
characteristics to a degree that we 
do not know in America, while the 
federal system that holds them to- 
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gether is much looser than with us. | 


Why the break-up of Germany into 


different states should be so feared’ 


may not be clear to America. Su- 
perficially, it would even seem to have 
some advantages, such as permanent 
disruption of Germany’s potential 
military power. But British states- 
men, as well as many other thought- 
ful quarters, say the break-up of 
Germany means the break-up of Euro- 
pean civilization, 


British statesmen privately say this 
in so many words and with impres- 
sive earnestness. Economists and oth- 
ers on whose advice they depend, say 
it. If you ask the reasons, they say 
that communism and bolshevism would 
get a start that would burn into a 
blaze: that there would be civil war 
among the various states of Germany: 
and with the break-up the intricate 
economie unit which industria] Ger- 
many represents, the present popula- 
tion of central Europe could not live, 
but must be réduced by processes 
of war and starvation. 

Tt is preciseiy this that the Brit- 
ish are determined to accept the re- 
sponsibility of preventing. Ever since 
June 1 the British policy has been 
to exhaust every resource of patience 
and reeorciliation in order to restore 
and mairz.tain the entente with France.

As one British statesman said: “Our 
une hoe is to preserve ths spark of 
fife in these negotiations.” But the 
British have been equally steadily 
determined to take another course if 
it should become inevitable, and ac- 
cept the leadership and responsibility 
of preventing the break-up of Ger- 
many. 
Break-up of Germany. 

Regarding France, she is charged 
with having the break-up of Germany 
as the main, though concealed pur- 
pose, of her present course, Ninety- 
nine out of every hundred Germans 
believe this. Many British believe it. 
And yet the charge is probably not 
wholly just, certainly not in the form 
in which it is commonly phrased. It 
is undoubtedly true that if the Paris 
newspapers should announce tomorrow 
that Germany was blown into fifteen 
pieces, practically every man_ in 
France would say, “I should worry,” 
and between this and the. state of 
mind whph tries to bring the same 
thing about there is not a great deul 
of difference.

purposes, 

“The general assembly shall also 
have authority to levy taxes upon net 
incomes, which tax may be graduat- 
ed, and the general assembly shall 
have authority to allow exemptions 
when levying income taxes. 

“The general assembly shall have au- 
thority to levy a corporation fran- 
chise tax, and license taxes. 

“The general assembly shall have 
authority to levy inheritance taxes, 
privilege taxes and occupation taxes 
which classes of taxes may be grad- 
uated, and when levided may contain 
provisions for exemption. 

“The general assembly shall have 
authority to levy special taxes upon 
luxuries and the unnecessary things 
of life, such things as are used for 
pleasure and luxury only.” 

Opposition fe Bill 

Opposition to the bill was voiced 
chiefly by Representative Parks, of 
Terrell; Barrett, of Stephens, and 
New, of Laurens. Speakers who led 
in its favor were Covington, of Col- 
quitt; Ellis, of Tift, and its author, 
Elders, of Tattnajl.

this tax could be evaded if dealers 
wanted to be unscrupulous by label- 
ing motor oils under some other name. 
The bill only provides this tax on 
stipulated motor oils.” 

Mr. Hodgson pointed out that the 
bill does not provide against oil be 
ing shipped into the state from out- 
aide cities to consumers but stipulates 
that dealers selling to consumers in 
the state shall collect a 3 cents tax 
on the gallon. 

“It can readily be seen,” he said, 
that Lsirmingham, Chattanooge, and 
Jacksonville dealers could ship oil into 
Georgia to consumers and would not 
be required to pay this tax. 

“Then there’s another defect in the 
bill which would afford outsiders an 
opportunity to evade collection of this 
tax. By labeling it cylinder or red 
engine oil—such as is used by locomo- 
tives and other steam engines—it 
would not be subject to taxation un- 
der this bill.” 

The committee, after devoting an 
hour's time in discussion of the pro- 
posed measure, voted to postpone ac 
tion on it until other bills affect- 
jug taxation are gone into more thor- 
oughly.

“RISE LIKE MEN!” 


It was a notable address to the 
Georgia sénate that President Cars- 
well ‘made Tuesday when he left 
the chair and pleaded, with force 
and eloquence, that the members of 
the general assembly “rise like 


men” and face and solve the prob- 
lem of Georgia’s revenues, so that 
the state can measure up to her op- 
portunities and responsibilities. 

Very aptly he said: 

“Tt strikes me that the senate might 
go ahead with the work of constitu- 
tional amendments. There has been 
a lack of activity and we must do 
something. ‘The people of our state 
are tired of inactivity. We must 
make a concentrated effort to give 
relief to our state. Our present sys- 
tem of taxation does not provide snf- 
ficient revenue to operate the institu- 
tions of our state.” 


Almost at the 
Chairman Culpepper, of the appro- 


priations committee of the house, 
put his committee on notice that if 
this year’s appropriation does no 
“more than provide for the appro- 
* priations already fixed by statute it 
' would more than absorb the entire 
revenue of the state, under the 
present system of taxation, leaving 
nothing for the maintenance of any

ments. 

According to the present laws of 
Georgia, declared Chairman Culpep- 
per, the sum fixed for the payment 
of pensions amounts to three and a 
quarter millions. The amount fixed 
for common schools is five millions. 

This takes up eight and a quar- 
ter of the nine-and-a-half-millions 
revenue of the state. The commit- 
tee had virtually decided that the 
State sanitarium at Milledgeville 
must have approximately a. million 
dollars, thus leaving a net sum of 
about a million to pay every other 
obligation of the state, inc.ading the 
expenses of running the state gov- 
ernment, leaving the maintenance of 


forty-odd state institutions, includ-| 


ing the university, state and dis- 
trict agricultural colleges, Georgia 
School of Technology, the state

have already been spent in providing 
for pension and other obligations 
that hung as deficits over the state 
at the beginning of the last admin- 
istration.

The situation continues to go: 


from bad to worse, and yet mem- 
bers of the assembly have for years 
played political football with appro- 
priations—particularly as to pen- 
sions—but when faced with the re- 
sponsibility of providing the funds 
to meet them they would fold their 
tents like the Arabs, and quietly 
sneak away. 

This can not and must not con- 
tinue. | 

The responsibility facing this leg- 
islature is greater than that facing 
any assembly in Georgia since the 
civil war. The members must fol- 
low the pleadings of President Cars- 
well and “rise up like men,” and 
face and meet the conditions so 
forcibly pointed out by Chairman 
Culpepper before his committee.

“Rise like men,’ said Senator 
George Carswell, and this assembly 
must arise to its duty to Georgia. 

It should lay aside all other busi- 
ness and devote itself unreservedly 
to the task of pulling the state out 
of the hole into which it has gotten. 


PROTECT THE PRIMARY. 


In Georgia the primary is the 


election. The general or regular 
election, so far as state or local 
offices are involved, is purely per- 
functory. It is a ratification of the 
primary results—and nothing more. 

And yet, the federal and state 
constitutions, and federal and state 
statutes, provide every possible 
safeguard around the general elec- 
tions, assuring the fidelity of the 
vote, and providing for legal con- 
tests. 

This is as it should be;, but 
where the primary is the deciding 
election, the same _ safeguards, 
strengthened if possible, should be 
placed around the primary as 
around the general election. 

This is obvious to any person 
who gives a thought to the Georgia 
system of elections. 

There are no safeguards today 


around the Georgia primary — no | 


law by which a contest can be! 
filed, and no law with teeth to-pre- 
vent and punish fraud. It will be 
recalled Judge Meldrim pointed this 
out in a proposed contest of a 
primary in Savannah some months 
ago. 

To cure these defects a bill has 
been introduced in the senate by 
senator John R, Phillips, and in the

sonal inspection of the ballots by 
the ordinary; prescribes the guilt, | 
as Of misdemeanor, of any person 
buying or selling a ballot, imper- 
sonating an election officer or at-) 
tempting in any way to abet an/| 
election fraud; authurizes identifi- 
cation of any person attempting to 
vote whose identity may be ques- 
tioned; and provides that all evi-| 
dence at contest hearings shall be 
Sworn and as in any 
court of justice, with proper pro- 
tection to witnesses against at- 
tempted incriminations, or co- 
ercion. 

The provisions of the bill as thus 
seen are not extreme, it being a 
simple, practical proposed statute 


infinitely more essential in Georgia

_I think the best play. on my emo- 
hons was given me by Dickens’ “Tale 
of Two Cities;” but that may have 
partly been because it was read quite 
early in life. 

As a character study, the tragedy of 
Hamlet has been a_ never-ending 
source of pleasure for me to take up, 
although the note of revenge through 
it has always repelled me. 

I am fond of Tolstoy’s books, al- 
though I haven't read him extensively. 
I like him for his vigor of expression. 
richness of thought and the definition 
of spiritual feeling in much of his 
writing. His definition of art is the 
best that I know: “Art is the power 
to infect others as you would feel or 
have them feel.” That is, of course, 
the substance and not the literal defi- 
nition. 

I am inclined to think that the 
deepest impression ever made upon me 
was made by a small and little known 
volume, “The Desert of Waiting...” I 
have forgotten its author. It is an 
allegory of the Far East, telling of 
a salt merchant of low caste, whom 
fate threw into a remote village, 
while companions went on to bigger 
opportunities in larger places. In this 
place of his burial the salt mer¢hant 
learned the perfumer’s art, and the 
knowledge eventually made him An 
associate of royalty and _ nobility. 
Most of us want results right now; 
this little book is a wonderful lesson

There was a good 
deal of realizing with some Wall 
street or western selling, at the ad- 
vance, however, and the market soon 
eased off, as though influenced by 
the recent weakness of grain and the 
unsettled ruling of the stock market. 
The firmer opening of foreign ex- 
change encouraged a hopeful view of 
prospects for an improvement in the 
reparation situation but this failed 
to inspire much buying and offerings 
increased during the middle of the day 
on the favorable weekly report of the 
weather bureau.

SKAGWAY GREETS 
NATION'S HEAD 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Skagway, Alaska, July 11.— This 
new, small, but once world-known 
town lying at the head of Lynn canal, 
with the visit of President Harding 
and the members of his party, today 
got its greatest thrill since the mem- 
orable days of "07 and 9S when hardy 
and adventurous men by the thou- 
ands came here bound for the Yukon 
and a fortune.

Antique Fakers 


Says Frenchman 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Paris, July 11.—America is heavily 
loaded with bogus “antiques” and the 
in Paris and Metropolitan 
York have 
been buying spurious pieces for years, 
Jean Vigouroux told the court at the 
opening of his trial on charges of di- 
verting funds and art treasures filed 
by the Parisian antiquarian, George 
Demotte, whose New York 
Franch was formerly managed by 
Vigouroux. 

The specific charges against Vigou- 
roux are based on the alleged diver- 
sion of $7,000 of the branch's funds, 
and the disappearance of Persian 
manuscripts valued .at 1,000,000 
francs, later recovered by M. Demotte. 
Vigouroux was arrested when he re- 
turned to France as he claimed to ob- 
tuin justice. 

Vigouroux denied any wrongdoing, 
offered explanations of the alleged ig- 
regularities, and turned the trial into 
a public denunciation of Demotte as 
“the world’s greatest antique faker.” 
His diatribes at times became so vio- 
lent that the presiding judge in the 
Twelfth Correctional court, where the 
trial is being held, threatened to have 
him removed from the room if he did 
not restrain himself. 

“For twenty years the Louvre mu- 
seum has been buying bogus antiques,” 
Vigouroux testified. He declared that 
the directors of the Metropolitan mu- 
scum in New York had bought 3.,- 
000,000 frances worth of spurious art 
objects, 

Wissneons cited a ceramic piece, re- 
puted to be a Lucia-Della Robbia, 
famous Florentine, which he sold to 
an official of the Metropolitan mu- 
ceum for $3,000, but which he de- 
clared in court was “not worth a 
single sou.” 

The defendant said he had made 


'sales through the influence of prom- 


inent members of American society, 
and he explained the money irregular- 
ities by saying the difference between 
the prices received and the prices en- 
tered in the books was the amount 
csiven these persons for their help. 
The judge demanded the names of 
the alleged intermediaries in the sales. 
but Vigouroux refused to give them

Vets’ Hospital 


Birmingham, Ala., July 11.—After 
reciting that “manning the negro 
veterans’ hospital at Tuskegee by ne- 
gro doctors and nurses can in no way 
interfere with the peace and happi- 
ness of the two races,” the negro min- 
isters’ alliayee of greater Birmingham 


today declared that “the government 
should keep its moral obligation to 
its negro wounded, sick and disabled 
veteraus and its loyal negro ctizens. 

The alliance cails attention that 
“our group of soldiers played a heroic 
part in all warfare of this nation and 
merited for themselves envious honors 
that entitle them to fair treatment.’ 
Continuing, the organization said in 
resolutions adopted : 

“We respect the white man ‘s tradi- 
tions. customs, laws in the south in 
regard to the separation of the races, 
and for this very reason we deem it 
wise to support the government's pol- 
icy in appointing negro personnel to 
man the negro veterans’ hospital.” 

The alliance asked: “Should it not 
be conceded by all concerned that ne- 
gro nurses and doctors w ho have meas- 
ured up to requirements be given the 
opportunity to labor among their own 
people?” 

The resolutions said that the Tus- 
kee ee hospital was planned because 
of “diserimination” against the nggro 
suldiers at white hospitals and landed 
the government purpose in establish- 
ing an all-negro institution “where 
these brave men might be properly 
eared for by efficient members of thetr 
own race, people of like customs, sym- 
Ples | pathies, spirit and mutual understand- 
Lings which we think is the wisest pol- 
licy for the government in this matter.
